No jail for oil execs 

Syncrude bosses won't face prison for dead ducks 


Win or lose, executives of 
oilsands giant Syncrude 
will not face jail time for 
the deaths of 1,600 ducks 
on one of its oilsands tail¬ 
ings ponds. 

Federal prosecutor Kent 
Brown said yesterday that 
while one environmental 
charge against the compa¬ 
ny includes a maximum 
penalty of six months in 
jail for executives, he 
won’t ask for that even if 
he wins the case. 

“That was never a con¬ 


sideration from our per¬ 
spective that we would 
ever seek a prison term,” 
Brown said outside court. 

“It’s just our view of the 
proper approach in this 
particular case.” 

Syncrude is defending 
itself against two charges 
— one federal and one 
provincial — that it failed 
to keep the ducks off a 
chemical pond near Fort 
McMurray two years ago. 

The ducks died after 
they landed on the viscous

black bitumen on the sur¬ 
face of the pond and 
couldn’t get free.

Syncrude, a consortium 
of oil companies develop¬ 
ing the oilsands, was 
charged under Alberta’s 
Environmental Protection 
and Enhancement Act and 
the federal Migratory 
Birds Convention Act. 

The company has been 
on trial for two months in 
provincial court north of 
Edmonton.

Baby couch potatoes 


Canada has created a 
nation of baby couch pota¬ 
toes, where more than half 
of preschoolers are danger¬ 
ously inactive, according to 
an annual report card on 
physical activity. 

Children between ages 
one and five need at least 
two hours of exercise each 
day, whether it’s exploring 
the playground, playing 
games or walking to the 
groceiy store, says the 
2010 report card from Ac¬ 
tive Healthy Kids Canada, 
released yesterday. 

But less than half are 
getting the daily move¬ 


ment they need for 
healthy growth and devel¬ 
opment, putting them at 
risk for obesity and other 
health problems and on a 
slow-motion trajectory be¬ 
fore they’ve finished 
kindergarten. 

“Active play may be fun, 
but it’s not frivolous,” says 
Mark Tremblay, chief sci¬ 
entific officer of the re¬ 
search and advocacy or¬ 
ganization. “Kids have a bi¬ 
ological need to move.” 

When they are plunked 
in front of the TV or 
strapped into strollers and 
car seats for the sake of 


adult convenience, “there 
are measurable cognitive, 
social, emotional and phys¬ 
ical consequences,” he 
added. “We’re messing 
with Mother Nature.” 

Many parents assume 
that because toddlers and 
preschoolers appear to be 
in perpetual motion, 
they’re getting enough ex¬ 
ercise. But while chasing, 
jumping and climbing used 
to be a way of life for young 
children, research shows 
that modem lifestyles are 
conditioning them out of 
their instinct to move

The white-haired, be¬ 
spectacled Tegano smiled 
and waved back.

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Consumers still cautious: Poll 


All the economic indica¬ 
tors have been pointing 
up, but Canadians have 
yet to fully buy into the 
economic recovery, a new 
survey suggests. 

The Conference Board of 
Canada’s consumer confi¬ 
dence index fell a surpris¬ 
ing and statistically signifi¬ 
cant 7.8 points this month 
to 84.8, the lowest it’s 
been since December. 


The gloomy finding 
comes as a U.S. survey 
found consumer confi¬ 
dence there rising, al¬ 
though the mood of Amer¬ 
icans remained far more 
pessimistic in comparison 
with Canadians. “It’s a lit¬ 
tle bit disconcerting when 
we’ve had a lot of positive 
news of late,” said Todd 
Crawford, an economist 
with the Ottawa-based 


think-tank. While employ¬ 
ment has been trending 
up, Canadians may be dis¬ 
appointed with the pace of 
job creation, Crawford 
said, adding that they may 
also have been influenced 
by expectations that the 
Bank of Canada plans to 
start raising interest rates. 

Canada’s chartered 
banks have already 
stepped ahead of the curve 


with a string of rate hikes 
that have added about one 
per cent to the fixed rate 
on longer-term mortgages. 
The Royal Bank and TD 
Bank edged rates up slight¬ 
ly again Monday by 0.15 
per cent. TD Bank econo¬ 
mist David Onyett-Jeffries 
said the Canadian result 
would be more woriying if 
it were part of a trend.

A new poll reveals the top 
places to work in Canada, 
but do Coldplay concerts 
and tree-planting days re¬ 
ally boost a company's 
bottom line? 

Jen Wetherow is the di¬ 
rector of Great Place to 
Work Canada. She says the 
company’s list measures 
credibility, respect, fairness, 
pride and camaraderie. 

“When you work with 
your people in a way that 
makes your employees hap¬ 
pier, you end up with happi¬ 
er clients and stakehold¬ 
ers,”’ she says. 

Anyone can nominate a 
firm and GPTW then in¬ 
vites the workplaces to par¬ 
ticipate. A private survey is 
then sent to employees. 
The answers to this “trust 
index” account for two- 
thirds of a company’s 
score. The other third 
comes a GPTW “culture au¬ 
dit” of the company’s HR 
policies on things like ma¬ 
ternity leave and same-sex 
partner rights. 

Bruce MacLellan is presi¬ 
dent of Environics, which 
came in first this year. The 
public relations firm is 
known for taking staff to 
Coldplay concerts and the 
“mandatory” vacations it 
pays for when staff reach 
milestone years. 

He says getting poster 
slogans off the walls and 
into real life takes work. 
He likens it to building a 
hockey team over several 
years. 

“Leaders have to lead to 
set directions, values and 
priorities, but then eveiy- 
one on the team has to con¬ 
tribute,” he says. When 
MacLellan leaves early for 
family reasons, he lets his 
staff know, thereby setting 
the tone for a healthy work- 
life balance. Environics had 
a mini baby boom last year, 
creating overlapping mater¬ 
nity leaves that were hard 
to handle. It responded by 
improving its flex hours 
and guaranteeing staff a 
daycare spot. 

“If we see people here 
past 6 o’clock for more than 
a couple of nights in a row, 
we see that as a problem,” 
MacLellan says.

Sometimes big just isn’t 
big enough. Following the 
redesign of its F -150 pick¬ 
up truck, Ford now unveils 
the all-new 2011 Super Du¬ 
ty, with new diesel and 
gasoline engines that de¬ 
liver double-digit mileage 
improvement. 

The Super Duty comes as 
the F-250 and F-350 pickup; 
in pickup or chassis cab as 
the F-450; and as the chas- 
sis-cab-only F-550. 

The new 6.2-litre gasoline 
engine produces 385 horse¬ 
power and 405 lb-ft of 
torque, versus the 300/365 
of the outgoing 5.4-litre V8. 
The big news is the 6.7-litre 
Power Stroke turbodiesel, 
at 390 horses and a house¬ 
pulling 735 lb-ft of twist. 
That’s 85 lb-ft more than 
the previous 6.4-litre diesel, 
although General Motors 
has recently announced 
that its upcoming all-new 
diesel will make a segment¬ 
topping 765 lb-ft of torque. 

The new Power Stroke is 
also Ford’s first North 
American diesel designed 
and built in-house, follow¬ 
ing an acrimonious divorce 
from previous engine sup¬ 
plier International. 

Trucks this big are ex¬ 
empt from government fu¬ 
el ratings, but Ford claims 
an improvement of 18 per 
cent better on diesel, and 
15 per cent improvement 
on gasoline versus the old 
engines.

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C oolness can 
swing in anoth¬ 
er direction in a 
moment’s no¬ 
tice. One day 
you’re swaggering around 
in acid-wash jeans and big 
hair, happily playing air 
guitar to Slayer, then sud¬ 
denly, a couple of decades 
later, people start avoid¬ 
ing you at parties. 

But true coolness can¬ 
not be denied.

For a lot of years, the 
station wagon was the on¬ 
ly vehicle option for larg¬ 
er families. 

Then came the minivan, 
the SUV, and the 
crossover, and various ex¬ 
periments and presto!

station wagon becomes so 
last century, which is 
when it was actually in¬ 
vented. 

The term dates from the 
era of rail travel. The vehi¬ 
cles hired to pick up and 
drop off people needed 
extra room at the back for 
luggage.

He puts it this way: 
“You can have fun driving 
it to Home Depot, and 
still come back with a 
load of building supplies.” 

There’s also some new 
and cool wagon action at 
the lower end of the mar¬ 
ket, though when it 
comes to these shorter 
cars, the definition gets 
murky, whether they are 
a traditional station wag¬ 
on or a “squared off” five- 
door hatch. 

At any rate, my current 
faves in the compact seg¬ 
ment are Mini Clubman, 
Volkswagen Golf Wagon, 
and Hyundai Elantra Tour¬ 
ing. 

The Elantra Touring was 
styled in Europe, and ex¬ 
hibits some of the flair of 
the more expensive wag¬ 
ons. Hyundai Canada’s VP 
of marketing, John Ver- 
mine, notes sales of Tour¬ 
ing is up 20 per cent over 
last year (when it was first 
introduced). 

He noted also that 
many customers “come 
into our dealerships to 
look at the Elantra sedan, 
and leave with the Elantra 
Touring.”

Peanuts sold to Joe Boxer owner 


You’ve got a new owner, 
Charlie Brown. 

E.W. Scripps Co. said yes¬ 
terday it will sell the unit 
that owns the licensing 
rights to Snoopy, Charlie 
Brown and the rest of the 
Peanuts gang for $175 mil¬ 
lion US to Joe Boxer owner 
Iconix Brand Group Inc. 

The sale of United Media 
Licensing also means Iconix 
has a new partnership with 
the family of the late 


Peanuts creator, Charles 
Schulz. They’ll receive 20 
per cent ownership in the 
unit that owns Peanuts and 
pay that percentage of the 
sale price. 

United Media Licensing 
represents other character 
brands such as Dilbert and 
Fancy Nancy but the bulk of 
its licensing business comes 
from Peanuts. 

The Peanuts gang appears 
everywhere — on T-shirts, 


greeting cards and sno-cone 
machines — six decades af¬ 
ter the Minnesota native 
created them. The business 
has more than 1,200 licens¬ 
ing agreements and rela¬ 
tionships with companies 
and retailers such as Warn¬ 
er Bros., Old Navy, CVS, 
MetLife Inc. and Hallmark 
Co. Some 20,000 new prod¬ 
ucts are approved each year 
in more than 40 countries. 

Scripps first brought the 


strip to market in 1950. By 
the time Schulz retired in 
1999, Peanuts was in more 
than 2,600 papers. Schulz 
died in Februaiy 2000. 

Iconix, formerly known 
as Candie’s, expects 
Peanuts to generate about 
$75 million in annual rev¬ 
enue and noted a pre-exist¬ 
ing revenue share with the 
Schulz family, separate 
from the new 20 per cent
